USDA 2019 Team Nutrition Training Grant for Innovative State Training 
Programs  

The Wisconsin DPI School Nutrition Team is applying for the USDA 2019 Team 

Nutrition Training Grant for Innovative State Training Programs. In order to obtain 

funding, the SNT must collect letters of support from School Food Authorities (SFAs) 

interested in training opportunities that will improve school nutrition professionals’ 

knowledge, skills, and self-efficacy related to school meal quality. The SNT’s grant 

proposal seeks to expand the Goal Oriented Achievement Learning Skills (GOALS) 

Training Certification Program. GOALS provides trainings and resources to equip 

Wisconsin school nutrition professionals with the knowledge and skills needed to 

operate a successful school nutrition program. Specifically, this grant proposal focuses 

https://dpi.wi.gov/school-nutrition/training/goal-oriented-achievement-learning-skills


on GOALS courses related to quality meal improvement (https://dpi.wi.gov/school-

nutrition/training/goal-oriented-achievement-learning-skills).

SY 2019-20 Online Contract Renewal and Notable Changes for the USDA 
School Nutrition Programs - Action required by June 7, 2019  

Schools participating in any combination of the following School Nutrition Programs, the 

National School Lunch Program (NSLP), School Breakfast Program (SBP), Afterschool 

Snack Program (ASSP), and Special Milk Program (SMP), must renew their contracts 

online each year. 

  



Beginning April 25, you will no longer be able to make online changes to your SY 2018-

19 (current SY) contracts. The online portal for SY 2019-20 contract renewal will open 

on Wednesday, May 1 and remain open until Friday, June 7, 2019. Please make sure you 

read SNT School Year 2019-20 Contract Renewal memo for important information.

Carryover and Transfer Period for Students Transitioning from Special 
Provision Option Schools (CEP and P2) 

Special Provision Schools, such as Community Eligibility Provision (CEP) and Provision 2 

(P2), serve all students free meals regardless of individual meal eligibility status. Since SY 

2016-17, LEAs have been required to provide up to 30 operating days (or until a new

eligibility determination is made), meals to students who transfer from a CEP or P2 

school to a standard counting and claiming school within the same LEA. 

  

Starting July 1, 2019, LEAs are required to provide free meals to students who transfer 

from a Provision school to a non-Provision school in a different LEA. SNT has encouraged 

LEAs to implement this practice since SY 2016-17 to ensure these children do not 

experience a gap in school meal access or accrue negative balances. 

  

The 30 operating days start the first day the student attends class at the new school. 

This could occur at any time during the school year. The new LEA may claim these meals 

at the free rate during this period of time. 

  
CEP and P2 LEAs are encouraged to initiate communication on continuation of benefits 

with the household and the new school. The new school can validate eligibility from the 

former CEP LEA by obtaining a copy of the current school year Wisconsin Schools and 

Districts Participating in Community Eligibility Provision list and highlighting the former 

school’s name. This list is updated annually and is available on the DPI CEP website. For 

a list of Provision 2 schools, contact SNT. The CEP or P2 school should include 

documentation in the transferring student’s file that is forwarded on to the Determining 

Official at the new school (https://dpi.wi.gov/school-nutrition/national-school-lunch-

program/community-eligibility). 

  

There are additional resources on the CEP website under the Monitoring and Claiming 

section. There is a chart explaining the requirements of transferring students. 

Additionally, there is a template letter intended to communicate transfers within the 

same LEA. However, this document can be modified to meet the needs of different 

situations, including transfers between LEAs.

DPI School Nutrition Team Memo: Professional Standards Requirements 
for School Food Authorities (SFAs) that Contract with a Food Service 
Management Company (FSMC)  

The final rule “Professional Standard for State and Local School Nutrition Programs 

Personnel as Required by the Healthy, Hunger-Free Kids Act of 2010” established 

minimum hiring requirements for FSDs hired after July 1, 2015, and annual training 

requirements for all school food service staff effective July 1, 2015. The professional 

standards are intended to ensure that school nutrition program personnel working in the 

NSLP and SBP have the knowledge and skills to manage and operate the programs 

effectively and efficiently. Please note that the “Hiring Flexibility Under Professional 

Standards” final rule effective April 30, 2019, provides some flexibilities to the original 

rule and more information about those flexibilities will be announced soon. 

 
This memorandum is intended to provide clarification and guidance on how the 

professional standards requirements apply to SFAs that contract with a FSMC to manage 

the school meal programs (https://dpi.wi.gov/school-nutrition/school-nutrition-team-

communication/memos).
